CAPT, LOUIS BEHMRENS OF
CHARLESTON GIVES
POINTERS

GIVES FEW DON'TS

Especial Care Should Be Taken of
Cigar and Cigarelte Stumps,
He Says.

Cupt. Louls Hehrens of the Char-
leston Pire department and presideat
of thwe South Carolina Flremen's as-
soclation lias issued the following no-
tices in . cgard Lo the danger of fire
durlng the Christmas holidays:

“Inspect your nremises at regular
Intervals, or what is called the self-
Inopection system.

“Keep  vour cellars, atties ad
closets free from rubbish, A majori-
ty of all fires oziginate In the rubblish
heap.

“Don't be careless in
matd:es keep them In
tacles.

"Don't monkey with  highly in-
flammable  oils .llke  gasollne and
other products and compounds uscd
for cleaning.

Danger l-‘rnm Tohaeco.

“Forbld smoking on' your business
premises. & nlm.‘h ne without prop-
er safegunrds might causa the injury
or death ol the person operating it;
a [ire might cause the injury or
deat'y of séores. Clgarettes and cigar
butts and ‘plpe ashes are responsible
for many fires. :

“In case of fire never hesitate to
call out the department by sending
In alarm from nearest fire alarm box;
but don't -unnccessarily call out the
department when there s no danger.
This is costly in varlons wave and
hard on the horses and apnaratus.
and lHkewlse vnnecessarily calls men
from thelr quarters. In sending in
an alarm by telephone give the near-
est cross streets avd Torige number,
and do net get exclted. Spenk dis-
tinetly aud be sure ejperator repeats
the locatlon directly, Bo there to
dairect the firemen where to go If it
s an inside fire; that is. when tho
firo is inside the -house and net \'isi-
ble from the outside.

WANTS NEW ORDINANGE

MORE STRINGENT LAW IN
REGARD TO SELLING
' MILK NEEDED

BE SUBMITTED

To City Council for Action Within
the Next Few Days--Why it
Ought to Be Passed.

The local toard of health is un-
dertaking to have a more drastle or-
dinance passed by city council in re-
gard to the selling of milk In Anp-
derson. The chalrman 1s now husy
drafting an ordinance to submit to
council, and when finished a copy ol
it will be published in The Intelli-
gencer.

A recent visltor ‘to Anderson wlhio
was here for- the purpoie of. comppr-
ing the meat laws of this city with
those of his native town, stated that
the meat laws here were as good as
could be found anywhere, and tnat he
d.ought the o:'dinance covered the
dusiness well.. However, he stated
that milk and dairy laws ought t be
smproved ypon.

I'he new ordinn:ice which is being
drafted will' be' el!{el.ﬂve ot all' who
sell milk, whether it be a person
who sells only one bottlg or' 100. "It
will also “reqguire sanitary 'stables,
sanitary 'methiéds’ of hasifling’ wmilk,
‘sealed bottles, @t¢. A dmall leense

The dairy men are auiibus for such

supported by the olher people of the
city. One especially good reason for
the passing of such'an ordinance is,
the fact that while meat 18 cooked,
most of the milk i1s fed raw, and al-
s0 mostly to diildren.

The board of health will submit
the ordinance to council within o few
days with the request that it ‘be pass-
cd. Another suggesticn ' from the
board of healty will be that no license
‘be required from *'dog” wagons zsml
fee cream carts next year.
